Int’l tourism down: 


Fewer U.S. travellers 


INTERNATIONAL TOURISM IS 
DOWN now, reversing the expan- 
sion of recent years. And the 
Americans, the big travellers, are 
largely held responsible for this un- 


happy turn. The weakness of the- 


dollar and deteriorating. economic 
conditfons in general are mostly held 
responsible. Higher hotel prices and 
more expensive airplane tickets are 
also factors. 

Recent U.S. government statistics 
reveal, however, that U.S. citizens 
spent the record amount of $6,000m. 
on travel abroad in 1974, up 8 per 
cent from 1973. The amount of 
money spent by foreign visitors in 
the U.S. rose even more, a full 18 per 
cent, narrowing the U.S. “travel 
gap" for the second consecutive 
year. : 

How can these statiaties be recon- 
ciled with the sad tales of the 
vanishing American traveller? A 
more detailed analysis of the 
tourism statistics show that ex- 
cluding the immediate neighbours of 
the United Staes — Canada and Mex- 
ico — the number of U.S. visitors to 
foreign countries actually dropped 6 
per cent, the first decline since 1961 
and their payments in the countries 
they visited edged up only by just 
over ἃ per cent. Another factor to be 
taken Into consideration is that in 
1973-74 the value of the dollar 
dropped against most European 
currencies, by an average of at least 
10-15 per cent. This caused a serious 
drop in income from tourism in 
Europe: Spain, Italy, France, Great 
Britain and the Netherlands were 
among the countries affected. The 
figures indicate a 6 per cent 
decrease in the number of U.S. 
visitors to Europe and an 11 per cent 
drop in their tota] dollar spending:

THE TWO labour disputes still 
under way (now that the Ei Al 
affair has been settled) concern 
the engineers and the bank 
clerks. Both sectors are in 
breach of the wage freeze, 
agreed on by the Histadrut till 
the end of this year. Should 
either of them succeed, the 
Government’s incomes policy 
will collapse. 

In that case, the Treasury will 
fall back on its second line of 
defence, which is: a blank 
refusal to let the budget run into 
deficit. This policy was strongly: 
recommended this week by an 
International Monetary Fund 
mission to Israel. 

Economists say that the im- 
portant thing is not whether 
‘wages go up, but whether the 
means of payment go up. The 
“‘weak’’ formula has been, first, 
to oppose the wage increase, 
then to yield under the pressure 
of strikes, and finally to pump 
more credit into the economy, 50 
that Government departments 
can go ou operating at full steam 
and business companies can go 
on working at a uae despite 
the extra wage burd 

The “strong” policy, which 
has been urged for a long time 
by the Bank of Israel, is to refuse 
the extra credit. Employers 
would then yield to the strikers’ 
importunings at their own risk. 
If there is only so much money 
available, more wages will 
mean cuts in personnel for the 
company, or else bankruptcy. 


WORKERS' COMMITTEES will 
face a dilemma which up to now 
has been hidden from sight amid 
the graphs and tables of 


research departments in the 
economic ministries. The dilem- 
ma is that more wages means 
fewer jobs. 

But fewer jabs for whom? If 
the combination of a tight money 


The danger is that it will 
probably not be the well-heeled 
employees in the sectors which 
enjoyed the wage increase. This 
contradiction is one of the fac- 
tors behind the stagflation" 
that is prevalent in our times. 


Suppose workers in the Israel ἡ 


Electric Corporation (TEC) go: 
on receiving their free elecirici- 
ty as before; their wages must be 
grossed up so that the "ποι" 
benefit remains unchanged. The 
TEC’s production costs will rise, 
putting the company into deficit 
— unless the authorities allow a 
price increase.

But if credit se frozen, the ex- 
tra money spent by the public on 
their electricity bills must come 
at the expense of other outlays — 
the purchase of clothing, for ex- 
ample. The result will be that 
low-paid workers in the textile 
industry will face unemploy- 
ment, owing to the wage in- 


crease achieved by the highly- 


paid electricity men.
